HORRIBLE AFFAIR.

A Girl Starved to Death by Her Slster—Fatnl
Consegquences of Hyglenle Treatment.

The case of the alleged starvation of Flora
Stoddard st Brattleboro, Vi., by her half-gistor,
Mrs, George C. Haskins, is one of the most ex-
traordinary that ever darkened the crimioal
annals of Yermont, and Is thus described in
the Springfleld Republican:=This girl's home
was (ot orcester, Vermont, a few miles
north of Moutpelier.
